The jail, an antiquated 
brick building to the rear of the 
court house, had been prepared 
against the possibility of a ly nch 
movement but was unable to 
withstand the improvised bat­ 
tering rams of the attackers. 
Automobiles, parked across the 
alley s about the jail building, 
did little to impede the ad­ 
vances of the besiegers. 
Two shots, fired from the 
crowd as a signal, started the 
first attack. A barrage of rocks, 
gathered from across the alley 
where a new post office building 
is under construction, clattered 
against the jail walls.- Officers 
within the jail let loose with 
three tear gas bomb$. Blinded 
and weeping, the attackers fell 
back. 
By this time some 3,000 per­ 
sons had gathered to watch. The 
35 officers in the jail building 
sent out a call for more tear gas. 
All lights in the building were 
ex tinguished. 
The blinding tear gas from the 
first three bombs was still hang­ 
ing like a thin veil about the 
building when the second attack 
began. Several of the attackers 
took from the post office build­ 
ing a piece of steel pipe 8 inches 
in diameter and about 20 feet 
long and used it as a battering 
ram, smashed in the jail door. 
Officers turned loose another 
barrage of tear gas, momentar­ 
ily stopping the assault. After 
waiting a few moments for the 
gas to lift, the mob stormed 
ahead once more, play ing a fire 
hose on the building as it ad­ 
vanced. A second group seized 
another pipe and joined the at­ 
tackers. The steel doors of the 
jail gave way and the mob po ur­ 
ed in, enco ura g ed by cheering 
thousands outside.

Some other action might b e in 
the wind, it was hinted at Warm 
Springs, Georgia, although this 
could not b e confirmed. 
To b e here in time for the 
daily conference at which the 
price is fixed for RFC purchases 
of domestic gold, Morgenthau 
arranged to leave his train at

and fly to the capital in a coast 
guard plane.

Cotton Quality Improv ed 
By New Vertical Drier 
Washing ton (A5)—Use of a new 
v ertical cotton drier, dev eloped 
by the department of 
ag ricul­ 
ture, has increased the v alue of 
lint from 60 cents to $5 a bale 
abov e the cost of dry ing , the de­ 
partment estimates. 
The drier was used in g inning 
about 45,000 bales of seed-cotton 
in the Mississippi delta reg ion 
in 1932. Sev eral hundred thous­ 
and bales are ex pected to be 
treated this y ear. 
The department has conduct­ 
ed ex periments which show that 
moisture affects the quality of 
g inned lint. The drier consists 
of a series of shelv es throug h 
which the cotton tumbles while 
ex posed to a blast of hot air.

Star-gazing as a pleasant and instru ctiv e pas­ 
time has been gaining followers in this cou ntry . 
Simple talks abou t the stars are u su ally a part 
of the natu re stu dy at su mmer camps for boy s 
and girls. There are Sky maps and magazines for 
star-watchers who nev er get near a big observ a­ 
tory or a powerfu l telescope, bu t who enjoy 
learning the names and seasons of a few stars, 
planets and constellations. 
Between these lay star-gazers and the profes­ 
sional astronomers are another grou p, calling 
themselv es amateu rs, bu t making v alu able con­ 
tribu tions to the stu dy of astronomy . It is said 
that there are more than 5,000 amateu r tele­ 
scope makers in the United States stu dy ing the 
heav ens throu gh home-made apparatu s. 
So u sefu l is their hobby that the new plane- 
tariu ms in Chicago and other cities prov ide spe­ 
cial space for them to display their telescopes 
and reflectors and to carry on their stu dy . Fre­ 
qu ently an ex periment by one of the amateu rs is 
so u sefu l that it makes a real contribu tion to 
astronomical science. 
Amateu rs hav e been try ing ou t different m et­ 
als for making reflectors. In Chicago there is a 
collection of these u sing alu minu m, gold, chrom­ 
iu m, tin and bismu th copper.
